control of the great Youngstown Sheet 
journed late 
tonight with its outcome still un- 
known in an atmosphere that had in 
it all the elements of drama. ; 

While votes were being counted in 


'a stockholders’ meeting of, the com- 


pany, to decide whether Youngstowd 
should merge with the — ethlehem 
Steel Company into a_ billion-dollar 
corporation, opponents of the merger 
roused a judge from bed and sought 
a midnight injunction against the vot- 
ing of 51,038 disputed shares of stock. 

The stockholders’ meeting adjourned 
at 11:30 p. m. until 11 a. m. tomor- 
row, after the polls had been closed 
and the vote completed but not 
counted. 

As. the meeting broke up, and the 
tired stockholders started to file from 
the hall, a telephone message came 
to the meeting hall that one minute 
before adjournment—at 11 :29—Judge 
Cc. S. Turnbaugh had granted the in- 
junction. They went. away puzzling. 
But it proved that the massage was 
false. ‘The hearing before the judge 
was still in progress at the adjourn- 
ment, and at midnight Judge Turn- 
haugh announced he would not give 
his ruling until tomorrow morning. 

Aligned against each other in the 
fight were those of the company offi- 
cials who favored a merger, On one 
side, and the followers of Cyrus 8&. 
Eaton, spectacular Cleveland finan- 
cjer, on the other. 

Eaton had fought bitterly against 
the merger. He and his interests hai 
lost one federal court effort to pre- 
vent the voting of 51,088 shares ot 
the Youngstown stock, on the ground 
that since proxies for the stock had 
been issued, the shares had been sold 
and the buyers should vote them.

Made in Prohi Case 


The argument that the Volstead law 
did not apply in a specific case in- 
volving the possession. and sale of 
whisky within the limits of the United 
States was presented in federal court 
Tuesday by United States Assistant 
District Attorney Hal Lindsay. 

The case, said to be one of the 
most unusual recently tried in federal 
court here, arose on the petition of 
Irl Stephens, of Oklahoma, who is 
imprisoned at the federal penitentiary, 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 

Stephens had been convicted in 
Oklahoma under an indictment of 19 
counts, charging conspiracy, possess- 
ing and selling liquor. He was 
sentenced to three years and a day. 

In his petition he urged that as a 
first offender he could not be given 
a prison sentence for his first of- 
fense. 

Mr. Lindsay argued that the Vol- 
Stead law did not apply in the case, 
as the conviction was had under an 


older statute governing the sales of 


liquor in Indian territories.

Mr. Polyzoides Tuesday night gave 
a ringing challenge to Christianity to 
mite against the atheism of Russia. 
“In view of the amount of publicity 
given in the press regarding this 
atheist activity in Russia, i have 
avoided the repetition of the well 
known stories about the desecration 
of the churches and the reversion of 
the church buildings to other uses, 
such as theaters, clubs, libraries and 
store houses.”

Officials Toe Numerous. 


Miss Hodgson, in presenting some of 
the facts concerning eounty govern- 
ment, stated that she believed most of 
| the county officials are men of integ- 
rity, but that it nevertheless is a fact 
that even they realize that Georgia 
has too many officials. It is the sys- 
tem which is at fault, not the men 
themselves, she said. 

“Most of the county organizations 
date back to the English shdire system 
of nearly 1,000 years ago. It is basic- 
ally just the old court system of Henry 
II with additions tacked on. And I 
don’t know that the court system of 
of Henry II is exactly suited to our 
needs today.” 

Speaking of taxation, Miss Hodgson 
said, “Without a deeent system of tax- 
ation is there any wonder that we have 
a state of tax dodgers? If we are 
not going to administer efficiently 
why should the people pay taxes, is 
the argument which they use, And 
mar don’t pay them.” 

Professor M. D. Dunlep, also of 
'; the State Teachers’ College, Athens, 
spoke briefly upon Georgia’s penal 
system, pointing out matters in which 
it excelled and offering suggestions 
for its improvement. He made it 
clear that the stigma of-the convict 
lease system so often placed upon 
Georgia was instituted under the reign 
of the “carpet bag” government short- 
ly after the Civil war.

Dr. Stewart: Roberts presented an 
array of statistics concerning the 
health situation in Georgia which was 

at once gratifying and challenging. 
“The average age of those persons 
buried. in the Colonial cemetery in Sa- 
wannah shortly after Oglethorpe ar- 
rived in America was only years.

McCarrison, army surgeon, in nine 
years’ Dy yp in the Himalaya moun- 
tains did more than 3,600 major op- 
erations, but never saw a case of ulcer 
or appendicitis or of mucous colitis: 
This experience convinced him that 
the diet of the primitive people pro- 
tected them against such disease. The 
Himalayans lived mainly on milk, 
eggs, grains, fruits and leafy vege- 
tables. 

No good reason why Americans 
should not enjoy the same staples as 
the Himalayans do. The only diffi- 
culty is to'get your milk, eggs, grains, 
fruit and leafy vegetables fresh and 
undoctored, in this sad country. Then, 
too, most of us are so smart here in 


| Yankeeland, we know so many things 


about diet that ain’t so, we're so thor- 
oughly educated by the commercial 
interests that sell food, and we so 
readily believe that all our food has 
to have some mysterious preparation 
before it is quite fit to eat, that we 
just can’t do as the Himalayans do, 
and besides it would be tough on our 
hospitals and the doctors and nurses 
and all if people were to quit having 
peptic ulcer, appendicitis and mucous 
colitis, wouldn’t it? Take mucous co- 
litis alonz—one of greatest little meal 
tickets a doctor can carry. Cun’t do 
much in the way of operations for the 
mucous colitis victim but you can do 
almost everything else to him. 

I mention mucous colitis along 
with appendicitis and peptic ulcer, as 
preventible by a diet consisting largely 
of fresh raw milk, fresh eggs, unrefin- 
ed grains (such as wheat with the 
bran),.fresh fruits, and ‘fresh greens. 

This type of diet prevents these dis- 
eases. I deo NOT recommend such ‘a 
diet for the invalid who has suéh dis- 
ease, 

In andther talk I shal] outline the 
diet for one who has peptic ulcer.

“The bureau of prohibition,” the re- 
port continues, “in a good position to 
kuow, states with great positiveness 
that the amount of diverted alcohol is 
now less than one-fourth of what it 
was three years ago and that it is 
practically inappreciable in compari- 
son with other sources of illicit 
liquor. The commissioner (of prohibi- 
tion) states with all seriousness that 
if every industrial alcohol plant in 
the United States was torn down, 
putting legitimate users of alcohol out 
of business, that it would have no 
material effect on the supply of illicit 
liquor in nine-tenths of the area of 
the United States.” 

The foregoing contention is then 
proved in the report by a recital of 
figures showing the number of seiz- 

res of illicit distilleries last year in 
the area known as thé “corn belt,” 
north of the Ohio river and east of 
the Missouri. During 1929, it de- 
clares, the prohibition bureau ee 
ed seizure in that territory of 3,430 
large stills capable of making 188 
to 192 proof alcohol on a tremendous 
scale, “operating illegitimately on an 
inedible grade of corn sugar, together 
with 14,000,000 pounds of such corn 
sugar found in these plants and a 
resenting merely the current supply 
of the material.” 

Seized 400 Small Outfits. 

“During the. same time,” it con- 
tinues, “they discovered and seized 
in the entire country only com- 
paratively small outfits qgpable of 
artially ‘cleaning’ denaturéd alcohol. 
The production of inedible grade corn 
sugar, the grade handled by the -boot- 
leggers, has grown from a few million 
pounds used prior to 1921 to 978,000,- 
000 pounds in 1929.” 

Qn the other hand, it is pointed out 
that the diversion and “cleaning” of 
denatured alcohol “has become in- 
creasingly c:fficult and expensive and 
the amount so diverted is an unimpor- 
tant part of the supply of bootleg, 
nearly all of which comes from cheap- 
er sources more easily worked,” con- 
tinuing: .

Business Transacted. 

General group meetings und more 
than ten divisional sessions Tuesday 
constituted the first actual business 
to be transacted by the spring conyen- 
tion here of the American Chemical 
Society, in session this week at the 
Biltmore hotel. ‘ 

By far the greater majority of the 
sessions held were of a highly techni- 
cal nature, attracting departmental 


groups of chemists, with such subjects 


as spectral analysis, fixation of ni- 
trogen, microscopic methods and 
atomic measurements before the va- 
rious divisions holding morning and 
afternoon meetings. 

A large number of papers dealing 
with problems close to the heart of 
Georgia and the rest of the south were 
presented during the day, chief among 
which of local interest were those 
déaling with the production of an ele- 
ment called “chemical cotton,” which 
is used in the manufacture of a large 
number of by-products, including non- 
shatterable glass and artificial silk, 
read by Dr. W. Donald Munson, of 
Chattanooga. 

Another subject of major import- 


jance to the south was the paper pre- 


sented by Professor Lauren B. Hitch- 
cock, of the University. of Virginia, 
revealing that the vast stretches of 
forest land in the south contain a 
potential wealth far beyond the ordi- 
narily-estimated lumber value—this, 
he declared,, being in their being used 
for the manufacture of a good grade 
of pulp “= 
outhern Fiber. 

Still another subject relating to the 
Dossible value of southern fiher for 
production of a useable fiber yarn 
was disclosed by C. E. Mullin, who 
presented a report during a meeting 
of a general group, dealing with the 
estimated output of such substance 
in the south. Mr. Mullin declared the 
current year’s production of south- 
ern fiber is estimated at 162,350,300 
pounds, worth approximately $190.- 

,000. Fine rayon filaments are 
new being produced of this fiber, it 
was pointed out, and the outlook for 
a promising future in this field is 
bright. 

The production of “chemical cot- 
ton” was described by Dr. Munson, 
who explained that the substance is 
made from cétton itself, being utilized 
in the linter form and giving a high- 
grade type of cotton cellulose base. 
The lint is stripped from the cotton- 
seed and packed in bales of approxi- 
mately pounds weight. use 


of its standardized viscosity, the chem- 


ist explained, “chemical cotton” is ex- 
tremely suitable for manufacture of 
cellulose acetate, nitrocellulose and 
other by-products. 

Two of the most interesting and 
robably the most important discuss- 
ons of the day were those by Pro- 
fessor Hobart H. Willard, of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, who headed the 
group discussion of analytical chem- 
istry—a particularly technical session 
—and the lecture and demonstration 
by Dr. Thomas Midgley, Jr., inventor 
of ethyl gasoline, of a new refrigerant 
which is designed to supplant existing 
methods of cooling.

Non-Poisonous Refrigerant 


:: THOMAS MIDGLEY, JR., ACCORDED OVATION AT EXHIBITION :: 


Demonstrated to Chemists 


The latest fashion in refrigerants 


was demonstrated here Tuesday be- 
fore the American Chemica] Society 
convention by Thomas Midgley, Jr., 
famous as the discoverer of the ethyl 
lead “‘anti-knock” gasoline, and he was 
necorded an ovation when he showed 
the lack of toxicity of the compound 
by inhaling a few healthy lungfuls of 
the gas which it gave off. 

It is composed of carbon, chlorine 
and fuorine, and not so many months 
ago the idea of inhaling anything 
which contrined fuorine would have 
been recommended by most chemists 
as an excellent method of departing 
this life, it was explained. The dis- 
covery, therefore, is hailed as a great 
ndvance in chemistry, and especially 
in the field of refrigeration. 

In commenting upon the possibili- 
ties of the new mixture, it was pointed 
out that, being non-poisonous, it could 
be used in mines, submarines, ships 
and other places where the hutean 
element plays such an important part. 
While the compound itself is already 
an accomplished fact, Mr. Midgley 
states that it will be at least two 
years before there ean be a commer- 
cial production of the substance in 
sufficient quantities to affect the gen- 
eral public. 

Cooling of Homes. 


In addition to making refrigeration

WASHINGTON, April 8—(®)— 
The government was shown to have 
operated barges at a profit on the 
lower Mississippi and to have lost 
in its operations on the upper Missis- 
sippi, in a report today by Major 
General T. Q. Ashburn, chairman of 
the Inland Waterways Corporation. 

The financial statezaent for 1929 
showed a net loss of $354,048.46. Of 
that loss four divisions were shown, 
as follows: 

Net loss from operations on the 
upper Mississippi division, $319,945; 
from the Warrior division, $152,446; 
loss on property and equipment re- 
tired $306,065. and expenses of Wash- 
ington office, $60,394. 

In the category of earnings, came 
the operations on the lower Missis- 
sippi division, which yielded an in- 
come of $362,663, and on the Warrior 
River Terminal Company, whose in- 
come was $1 ; 

General Ashburn reported to Secre- 
tary Hurley that the average yearly 
loss of the inland and coastwise water: 
Ways service was approximately 
$1,000,000. For 1925 to 1929, in- 
clusive, said the general, the average 
net income of the corporation was 
$81,892 yearly. 

“There should be no concern,” said 
General Ashburn, “because the gov- 
ernmént barge lines did not carry 
as much in 1929 as they did in 1928. 
The total tonnage carried by all our 
facilities in 1928 amounted to 2,245,- 
849 tons in 1929, to 2,114,470 tons, 
a difference.of 131,379.” 

General Ashburn said the corpora-

Reclaiming Area, of 
Farming Lands Near 
Millen. 


MILLEN, Ga., April 8.—(4)—Alli- 
gator lake, whose black waters spread 
over an area of nearly 700 acres, was 
receding Tuesday for the first time 
since the Civil war. Water, confined 
many years within the vast lowlands, 
was sent surging down the valley to- 
wards the Ogeechee river as 1 
pounds of dynamite placed by blasting 
experts threw a maze of debris into 
the air for 200 feet. 

Thus it was that the state of Geor- 
gia took the first concrete step in 
reclaiming a large area of fertile 
farming lands, and dealt a blow to 
malaria, by draining the lake which 
had long been a haven for the ano- 
pholes mosquito. 

Directed by L. M. Clarks, chief 
engineer of the state board of health, 
and KFred Messick, of the DuPont 
Powder Company, the first blast was 
made shortly after noon Tuesday. 

Encountering a tough stratum of 


Se 
| pipe clay, engineers were hindered in 


their progress, and delay of at least 
another day was expected before a 
large volume of the water could «be 
liberated. It will require about two 
weeks for the lake to drain, even aft- 
er the hill which bars it from the 
river has been blasted away. 

Residents of Jenkins county recalled 
that a former owner of the lake at- 
tempted to drain it before the civil 
war by use of slave labor. The same 
clay stratum, they said, was present 
then and little progress was made. 

Engineers declare that pipe clay is 
the hardest of all clays to drill. Jen- 
kins county authorities are making a 
determined fight to get rid of the 
malaria mosquito and the draining of 
Alligator lake is considered the first 
big step in that direction, 

Jenkins was one of the first south 
jeorgia counties to employ a_ full 
time health commissioner and he is 
Dr. S. H. Haddock. Dr. Haddock 
pointed out that during last year 11,- 


000 of the county's population of 15,- 
000 were victims of malaria. 


A cam- 
paign was begun one year ago to in- 
troduce preventive methods in the 
county and Dr. Haddock is well pleas- 
ed with the result. 

It is believe dthat if Alligator lake 
is successfull drained that Duke’s 
pond, covering between 2,000 and 
3,000 acres, will also be drained, rid- 
ding the county of its two major 
breeding places for mosquitoes, 

Besides members of the state board 
of health, Jenkins county authorities 
and citizens and officials of Jenkins 
and adjoining counties attended the 
blasting demonstrations.

The bugler, now Lieutenant-Colonel 
Titus, of the infantry, stationed at 
Fort Benning, Georgia, Tuesday was 
ordered by the war department ™ to 
proceed to his home August’ 15 and 
await retirement. The _ retirement 
comes at his own request after 30 
years’ service. 

As the result of his exploit, Bugler 
Titus was awarded the medal of 
honor and an appointment to the 
military academy at West Point from 
which he emerged with a commission. 

President Roosevélt himself honored 
Titus for his feat by going to the 
military academy to pin the medal of 
honor on the cadet’s blouse. Titus’ 
act gave American soldiers the honor 
of having entered the walled city be- 
fore any soldier from the six allied 
powers who fought with the Ameri- 
can army to put an end to the at- 
tacks on foreigners.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—(?)— 
Lieutenant. Alforé J./ Williams, the 
recently-resigned navy racing pilot, 
today told a senate committee a story 
of trials and triumphs through 13 
years of struggling to conquer what 
he described as “the one thing in avia- 
tion” by which he was “trémendously 
attracted—unlimited speed in the air.” 

ke crack pilot appeared before 
a s@Hate naval sub-committee, which 
is. investigating not only Williams’ 
resignation fom the navy, but also 
the position of the United States as 
compared with other nations in regard 
to ‘the development of. fast pursuit 
and bombing planes. 

Williams. said it took him two 
months to get gaderra.2 6: from the 
havy to revamp his defective Mercury 
speed plane last fall, .after repeated 
attempts had failed to raise the plane 
from the. water in . tests for the 
Schneider cup races. 

He then obtained a four-month leave 
of absence ‘ from sea duty in order 
to continue the work of revamping 
the Mercury, he said, and when the 
work was not completed within this 
time and’ he‘was ordered to sea he 
resigned. 

He said he had raised $30,000 
through. private donations to work on 
the Mercury speed racer for entry in 
the Schneider, cup races. 

“It “would have taken perhaps a 
year,” Williams said, “to complete 
experimentation with the racer after 
it failed to take the air in tests for 
last fall’s races,”

testified, he was faced with orders to 
drop his experiments,

Thwarted Ai.ns 
Of Babylonians 


BERKELEY, Cal., April 8.—(@)— 
Powerful as it was, the great Baby- 
lonian empire was kept within rela- 
tively narrow confines by a little 
kingdom known as Ashjaly, which was 
never heard of until recently, Profes- 
‘sor Henry F. Lutz, of the University 


of California, disclosed today. 

Professor Lutz, head of the depart- 
ment of Egyptology ard Assyriology, 
returned yesterday from an eight- 
month sojourn in the region that once 
was Babylon, where he made a collec- 
tion of archaeological material under 
the sponsorship of 
Alumni Association.. Most of the ex- 
cavation work was around the ruins 
of the ancient city of Nuzi. The re- 
mains of a military fortress were 
found dating back possibly 3000 B. C. 

However, despite the fortress, which 
doubtlessly was formidable enough. in 
its way, the military force of the 
greatest Babylonian princes never 
enabled them to get farther than 45 
miles north of the city of Babylon, the 
records show. The tiny realm of Ash- 
jaly, which was not even a memory 
until the excavators found traces of it 
recently, held in check the mighty 
Hammurabi, famous law giver, among 
others. What gave Ashjaly its strength 
remains to be. ascertained. 

Many strange discoveri : were made 
by the excavators.. Cuneiform en- 
graved cylinders and tablets throwing 
new light on ancient Sumerian, As- 
syrian and Babylonian civilizations 
were found in considerable nu r, 
and are expected to push the dawn of 
human history many years back jnto 
antiquity. 

Among the objects acquired are 180 
tablets from Ashjaly dating from 2200 
B. C. to 1900 B. C. It was these tab- 
lets that revealed that the little nation 
defied the ambition of Babylon to 
march northward, thus possibly pre- 


venting a radical shifting in the stream | 


of history.

And Addresses Engineers 


Says Liberty Must Bel = 
Preserved at All Costs. 
Does Not Advocate Too 
Many Engineers. | 


WASHINGTON, Aril 8.—(P)— | 
Insistence upon the obligation of engi- | 
neers to make their contributions to) 
public service was expressed tonight | 
by President Hoover. 

Accepting the first award of the. 
Hoover medal instituted by the Amer- | 
ican Society of Mechanical Engineers | 
to commemorate his achievements, 
the president voiced his views at the | 
banquet of the SOth anniversary of the | 
society’s founding. Of the organiza- 
tion itself, the engineer-president said 
that “during its span of life it has 
contributed a great part in the de- 
velopment. of an art into a mighty | 
profession upon whose capacity and) 
fidelity rests so much of human prog- | 
ress,’ 
After outlining the development of | 
“our great national tqols—our_ en-'| 
gines, our railways, our automobiles, | 
our airplanes, our steamships, our 


electric power and a score of other) — 


great implements,” Mr. ;Hoover Said | 

the engineer, through them, “has | 

added vastly to the “problems of gov- | 

ernment.” | 
Must Not Limit Liberty. 

The government must see, he added, 
that the developments are not misused | 
to limit liberty and freedom, but that | 
they advance equality of opportunity. | 

To solve these problems, the presi- | 
dent said, “‘we have need for a large | 
leavening of the engineering knowl- | 
edge and engineering attitude of mind 
and engineering method.” 

The president made clear that he. 
did not advocate “that all public | 
services be turned over to engineers. 

The presentation of the medal to | 
President Hoover followed the award | 
this afternoon of the Daniel Guggen- | 
heim medal to Orville Wright “for| 
design and construction, with his 
brother, now deceased, of the first 
successful engine-propelled airplane.” 

Text of Address. 

“T am glad to join with my fellow | 
members in this celebration of the 
50th anniversary of the founding of | 
the American Society of Mechanical | 
Engineers. It would be a difficult | 
task to measure the blessings brought | 
by this association through ‘the stimu- | 
lation to invention, the improvement 
of methods, the adequate training of 
engineers, and the advancement of| 
knowledge in a large sense. During! 
its span of life it has contributed a, 
great part in the development of an | 
art into a mighty profession upon | 
whose capacity and fidelity rests so | 
much of human progress. 

“TI feel especially honored that the’ 
association should, through the benefi- | 
cence of Mr. Lauer, have established | 
a new distinction among engineers | 
and should have designated me as its | 
first recipient. The purpose of this| 
medal is to mark the public service | 
of men who have gone outside their | 
strictly professional work to interest | 
themselves in civic and humanitarian! 
affairs. And the engineers have some- | 
thing to contribute to public service. | 

“With the development of our| 
great national tools—our engines, our | 
railways, our automobiles, our air-| 
planes, our steamships, our electric 
power and a score of other great im- 
plements, together with the supplies | 
of material upon which they depend, 
the engineer has added vastly to the 
problems of government. for govern- 
ment must see that the control of 
these tools and these materials are’ 
not misused to limit liberty and free- | 
dom, that they advance and do not | 
retard equality of opportunity | 
amongst all our citizens. 

Multiply Government Problems. 

“These great discoveries and inven- | 
tions have brought great blessings to 
humanity, but they have multiplied | 
the problems of government and the 
complexity of these problems _ pro- 
gresses with the increase of our popu- 
lation. Every county government, 
every municipal government, every 
state government, and the federal gov- 
ernment itself, is engaged in constant 
attempt to solve a multitude of public 
relationships to these tools which the 
engineers by their genius and indus- 
try constantly force to the very door- 
step of government. And in ‘solving 
these problems we have need for a 
large leavening of the engineering 
knowledge and engineering attitude of 
mind and engineering method. These 
problems ,of public relation are un- 
solvable without the technical knowl- 
edge of the engineer. They are un- 
solvable without the fundamental en- 
gineers’ approach to truth. That is, 
first to determine the facts, arrange 
these facts in proper perspective and 
then distill truth from them in the 
retort of experience. 

“Engineers do not undertake to | 
Doan these gigantic tools, whether | 


railroads, | 
without knowing the service they are | 
t» perform, without infinite patience | 
in discovery of economic and scien- | 
tific fact, without the adaptation of | 
experience, without giving considera- | 
tion to capacity in the human mae- 
rial available to conduct them, and 
without the final crystallization into | 
positive constructive action. No emo- 
tion enters into the determinations. 
Emotion is permissible only in eon- 
templation of their service to hu- 
manity. ‘ 
Emotional Problems. 

“But when the problems’ which 
these great tools create come to’ the 
door of government they are at once 
emotional probiems, for ‘the resolution 
of our people for equality of opportu- 
‘nity, for freedom from domination, for 
maintenance of initiative and liberty 
of action, arise from the deepest of 
human emotions. Yet if we would 
find solution for these problems, if 
we would deal with them constructive- 
ly we must traverse the same hard 
road in determining the service we 
wish to perform and with infinite pa- 
tience discovering the economic and 
scientific facts with careful adapta- 
tion of experience, with high regard 
for the human material available to 
conduct our administration and with 
positive action in administration. 

“Our greatest difficulty in dealing 
with these problems of government is 
when the emotion comes first. Facts 
and the technical knowledge come but 
slowly or are often lost in a sea 0 
embittered controversy. It is for all 
these reasons that the engineers with 
their training, their attitude of mind 
and their method, can contribute to 
the solution of the problems which 
arise from their own creations. 

“T am not “Saison that all pub- 
lic services be turned over to en- 
gineers. I have a high appreciation 
of the contribution of the other pro- 
fessions ‘but the engineers, I insist, 
have a contribution to make to pub- 
lic service and they have an obligation 
to give that contribution.
